An Italian exploring party is reported to 
have been murdered near Bailul, Egypt, and 
the Italian Government has telegraphed to 
Cairo demanding strict inquiry and the pun- 
ishment of the murderers.

The attempt to 
blow up the hall seems to have set England 
wild. Rumors of Fenian plots and stories of 
intended massacres and outrages are being 
industriously circulated, and obtain ready 


credence throughout Great Britain.

A Tunxxten Pasha with 1,600 troops has ar- 
rived at Tripoli, and his movements are being 
jealously watched by the French Govern- 
ment. In an apparently inspired letter to 
the Paris newspapers the view is urged that, 
while the Turkish troops have a perfect 
right to be in Tripoli, yet they have no right 
to excite fanaticism against the French;

CARL SCHURZ 
ON VICE-PRESIDENT ARTHUR. 
Special Digpatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yor, June 13.—Carl Schurz, in the 
Post to-night, reads Vice-President Arthur 
a pretty savage lesson on his duties as the 
second officer of the Nation, and says: “A 
private citizen in this country has the in- 
alienable right te follow his own notions of 
propriety, and even to make himself con- 
temptible and ridiculous, if that suits his 
taste, provided he remains within law. But, 
when the Vice-President of the United 
States by his conduct degrades the high 
office to which the people have elected him, 
it is a matter of public concern, and the peo- 
ple feel and resent it.. Differences of 
opinion, and even conflicting ambitions, be- 
tween Presidents and Vice-Presidents of the 
United States have now and then occurred 
in our history. Although such disagree- 
ments. may have been regretted, they gave 
no public offense as long as they did not de- 
generate into 

OPEN DEMONSTRATIONS OF RANCOR 
and systematic hostility. But now we see 
for the first time the Vice-President openly 
arraying himself against the Chief Magis- 
trate of the eountry in a quarrel abouta 
Custom-House,—a quarrel in which the con- 
stitutional powers of the Executive are at- 
tacked. We find him an active partisan on 
the side of a faction which has been 
and is now assailing the President with the 
most venomous personalities, and threatens 
to pursue him to the end of his official life 
with bitter opposition ; more than that, 
in this ‘fight’ Vice-Presitient Arthur has, 
without disguise and apparently without 
hesitation, lowered himself to the rank of 
Mr. Conkling’s ‘lieutenant.’ As such he is 
spoken of by every newspaper in the coun- 
try, and as such he is 
UNDER THE ORDERS OF HIS CHIEF,’ 

and that {chief not the President, but the 
President’s bitterest enemy, doing what Mr. 
Conkling himself called ‘ the dirty work of a 
ward politician.’

FOUR CYCLONES, 

Sr. Joseru, Mo., June .15.—Sunday was a 
terrible day for cyclones in the Northwest. 
The atmosphere pressure was very great be- 
tween 4 and 5in the afternoon, and, during 
that one short hour, no less than three twist- 
ers dealt death and destruction in as many 
paths. The first that came to the knowledge 
of the Herald was from King City and 
vicinity. This cyclone started near Sa- 
vannah, in Andrew County. Its course 
was northeast, through Flag Springs 
and King City. Many houses were 
destroyed, and not less than fourteen 
lives lost in Andrew County. At Flas 
Springs and King City the destruction was 
much greater, the loss of life in that vicinity 
being probably fifty men, women, and chil- 
dren. The public school building at 
King City, a lage briek, was razed 
to its foundation. Hundreds of horses, cat- 
tle, hogs, and sheep were killed, one man 
losing eighty cattle, another sixty sheep, 
another seven horses. 

ANOTHER CYCLONE 
started at Winslow, De Kalb County. An- 
other started four miles southwest of Rosen- 
dale, Andrew County, and passed eastward 
one mile south of Rosendale. The course of 
allthe above ¢yclones was east by north- 
east. Another started eight miles northwest 
of Hopkins, in Nodaway County, its course 
for twelve miles being southeast. It was 
one-fourth of a mile wide, and nothme es- 
caped destruction in its track. Many lives 
have been lost in all of these cyclones, and 
the destruction to property, which cannot 
now be estimated, is very great. 


KANSAS, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Topgka, Kas., June 13.—Another cyclone 
visited Kansas last night, passing from the 
northwest of Osage County to the Maria 
Deseygres River, and striking near the little 
Town of Olivet. The first damage done was 
on the farm of Mr. Powell, two miles north- 
west of Olivet. The family watched th 
eyclone as it. approached them, and final! 
retreated to the cellar, expecting the storm 
would pass over them; but, just as it was 
about to pass, the wind veered to the right, 
caught up the house, wheeled it around 
in the air, and threw it back upon 
its foundations in a mass of ruins. 
The cellar waa filled with débris, but the 
family of five people escaped with slight in- 
jury. A horse was lifted out of the stable 
and carried over a high hill and dashed upon 
the ground in a corn-field one mile away. 
CATTLE WERE LIFTED FROM THE GROUND, 
carried into the air, and torn to pieces. Trees 
were torn out of the ground by hundreds. 
Miss Tweed found the works of her gold 
watch a quarter of a mile from her house, 
her clothing was stripped from her 
by the wind, and all her household 
goods destroyed, her trunk being lifted 
out of the house and carried so far that no 
trace of it can be found. From this point 
the storm moved a little northeasterly, going 
about one mile north for every three miles 
Yeast. Mrs. Freeman, a widow lady living 
near Olivet, lost her house and everything in 
it. Plaunty’s farm-house and buildings were 
left ih ruins. Three negro children near 
Olivet were badly injured, one having since 
died, and it is thought the others cannot live. 

THE PHYSICIANS 
of Melvera, Olivet, Lyndon, and Osage City 
are on the ground, and hundreds of people 
are at work doing all that can be done to al- 
leviate the suffering. Mr. Rosencrantz, who 
lives northwest, and Mr. John Harper, who 
lives northeast of Melvera, are known to 
have been killed.

and Mrs. Gould to learn that they are living, 
well-cared for at the residence of George 
B. Mattison, and that the attending physi- 
cians are not apprehensive of a fatal result 
of their injuries. The household effects were 
entirely demolished, the outbuildings were 
scattered like chaff, and farm miachinery and 
implements were demolished or carried 
out of sight. A heavy farm-wagon 
was literally blown to pieces, some 
of the things being hurled forty 
rods through the air.

Sunday Night Tragedy. 


Five Suspects Run In and Now Under 


Lock and Key’ 


No Positive Clew Yet Reached as to the 


Identity of the Assasins. 


The developments yesterday in the great 
murder case, though few and unimportant, were 
—— — there is a possibility that 
some uts gleaned yesterday will vet 
be of service to the police in ferreting out the 
identity of the assasin. After caretully going 
over the ground aad minutely examining all the 
witnesses, the story of the tragedy was found to 
be about the same as given in vesterday's 
paper. The statement made by Mr. Jones was 
very full and correct, and he could add no new 
points yesterday. His wife left the house while 
the burglars were present, and when they went 
through the passage-way between her house 
and the next she was standing on 
the piazza of the latter. From there she 
bad a wood view of both, and had 
t not been for the handkerchiefs which they 
wore over their faces she would have been able 
—— pst 8 features. One was tall and 

enderly t. and wore a long ue-coat 
buttoned all the way down. The other was 
four or five inobes shorter, perhaps five and 
one-half feet tall, and was more stoutly built. 
Both wore dark ciothes, and she thinks their 
bats—iow, flat-crowned, white straw ones—were 
alike. The handkerchiefs were white and dirty, 
the smaller man’s particularly so. Upon leav- 
ing the yard they passed under some trees, and 
fairly bounded across the street, tearing the 
handkerchiefs from their faces as they did so. 
They ran rapidiy through a vacant lot, thence 
along the south side of Thirty-eighth street to 
Haisted, where they turned north on the east 
side of the street. A half-biock tarther down 
they crossed the street, slacked their pace, and 
finaily took seeciter trom the rain in the door- 
way ot D. Zemansky’s clothing store, at the 
northwest corner of D and Halsted streets.

GEN. GRANT ON INSU LTS TO SZNATORS. 

The defense by Gen. Grant for Conkling’s 
resignation is remarkable for the point-blank 
assertion wherein he said: 


Iam not paying particular attention to poli- 
tics Just now, but 7 if vou want my 
views on the Conkling matter 1 shall not hesi- 
tate to say that 1 am with Mr. Conkl ing and with 
Mr. Platt,—all over and all the time. The New 
York Senators were insulted by the President, 
who made 4. appointment obnoxious to them, 
and who e it simply because it was obnox- 
ious. Ever since I have known 1 about 
such matters it has invariably been the custom that, 
where the Senators from any State objected to 
Presidential appointments in that State, the ap- 
pointments were always withdrawn. 

If be [Conkling] wanted to resign I think he 
was all right in doimg so. He ie a proud man, 
and felt hurt that nat only the ‘Preside nt but 
Republican Senators should go so directly con- 
trary to Republican principles and National 
custom. He feit thata great injury bad been 
done to the party, and so much dissension 
prevailed in it that he did not care to remain 
anf longer in politics. And I believe that Mr. 
Conkling, when he resigned, did not intend to 
enter politics aguin. 


Now, Gen. Grant was President for eight 
years, and unless his memory has forsaken 
him he can recall a proceeding in which he 
took officially an important part. 

In February, 1874, Ben Butler induced 
President Grant to remove Mr. Russell 
(Rep.). Collector of Customs in Boston, and 
to appoint one William A. Simmons. Sim- 
mons was a personal follower or henchman 
of Ben Butler, and the latter, purposing to be 
a candidate for Governor of Massachusetts 
in the fall, wanted the patronage of the Bos- 
ton Custom-House to aid him in packing the 
State Convention and foreing the nomina- 
tion. Nosooner was the nomination of Sim- 
mons by President Grant made public than 
there was a géneraj protest from the Repub- 
licans of Massachusetts. The Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce sent to the President an in- 
dignant protest. The merchants apvointed a 
committee to visit President Grant, asking 
him to withdraw the nomination of Simmons 
because, among other things, of the personal 
unfitness of the nominee. 

The Republican delegation from Massa- 
chusetts in the House of Representatives 
was unanimous, with one exception; Butler 
supported Simmons, and all the others op- 
posed him. In the Senate both the Repub- 
lican Senators, Sumner and Boutwell, the 
latter an ex-member of Gen. Grant’s Cabinet, 
opposed the confirmation of Simmons. The 
Committee on Commerce, to which the nomi- 
nation was referred, sent itto Mr. Boutwell, 
as a sub-committee, to write and make a re- 
port. That report, strongly adverse to the 
confirmation, was made by Mr. Boutwell, 
and it contained the emphatic declaration: 
“This man must not be confirmed.” 

On the 27th of February, 1874, after a long 
debate, in which the two Massachusetts 
Senators, Sumner and Boutwell, strongly 
opposed the confirmation, the Senate, by a 
vote of 27 yeas to 17 nays, confirmed the 
nomination, overriding the voice of the two 
Republican Senators, and also of the delega- 
tion in the Hlouse. 

In the debate, conspicuous among those 
demanding that the Senate repudiate the 
right of the Massachusetts Senators to ob- 
ject to the confirmation of an officer residing 
in their own State, and personally and polit- 
cally offensive to them, was Roscoe Conk- 
ling, the same gentieman that Grant says 
was “insulted by the President who made an 
appointment obnoxious to him.“ Did Gen. 
Grant, when President, deliberately insult 
Senators Sumner and Boutwell by nominat- 
ing Simmons against their protest and 
against their request that bis name might be 
withdrawn ? 

If it has been invariably the custom,” as 
Gen. Grant says, “that when Senators from 
any State objected to Presidential appoint- 
ments in that State the appointments were 
withdrawn,” why was not the obnoxious ap- 
polntment of Simmons withdrawn? and 
why was it persisted in against the protests 
of the two Senators from the State in which 
he was to officiate ? 

Neither Senator Sumner nor Boutwell re- 
signed because the then President and Re- 
publican Senators went so directly con- 
trary to Republican principles and National 
custom.” That Mr. Boutwell, who is a 
proud man, did not feel himself grossly in- 
sulted by the President, we assume from the 
fact that he was at the Chicago Convention 
last year, voting alone from his State for a 
third term, and now perambulates the 
country wearing one of the “306” medals 
which commemorate the Spartan heroism of 
himself and his associates, 

-The result of the vote in the Senate con- 
firming the objectionable Simmons was an- 
nounced next day in all the papers of the 
country. Omitting vur own dispatches, we 
reproduce only the general announcement 
made by the Associated Press.

GEN. GRANT ON CONKLING’S CASE. 
Gen. Grant, while passing through Chica- 
go, expressed himself very unequivocaliy on 
the Conkling case. We reproduce the essen- 
tial part of his conversation with a representa- 
tive of Tux Tm:

There is a sentimental and a logical view 
to take of Gen. Grant’s position in this case. 

From the sentimental point of view, no- 
body will be offended at Gen. Grant’s stick- 
ing to Conkling through thick and thin, right 
or wrong. It is a well-known characteristic 
of Grant's to remain loyal to his friends, 
even through the most discouraging condi- 
tions, and regardless of what they may have 
done: and it is a quality which has won ad- 
miration for the senior ex-President, notwith- 
standing the false position in which it often 
places him. 

The relations between Grant and Conkling 
have been of the most intimate character— 
like that of David and Jonathan—during 
many years. All the time Gen. Grant was 
President Conkling was the petted and 
spolled child of the Administration. Ile was 
fed continuously on bonbons and taffy. He 
had only to hint or intimate what he wanted 
to get it. The indulgence shown to him 
seemed to grow upon the use he made of it. 
It was during this period that Conkling ac- 
quired the habit of regarding the New York 
patronage as his private property, or at least 
subject to his personal bestowal, and, along 
with this habit, the imperious manner which 
has distinguished his relations with public 
men and public affairs generally. Gen. Grant 
very naturally resents any slight put upon his 
favorit. There is a sort of personal humilla- 
tion in the reftection that a man who received 
so many marks of consideration from him- 

self should be refused his every wish by any- 
body else. 5 

Moreover, Gen. Grant evidently feels under 
great obligation to Conkling, who cham- 
pioned his cause so powerfülly and persist- 
ently before and in the Chicago Convention. 
Itis not known just how far Grant was per- 
sonally enlisted in the third-term movement, 
for he has not, to our knowledge, given ex- 
pression to his aspiration or disappointment 
incident to that movement. It may be safely 
concluded, however, that he entertains the 
same sense of obligation and gratitude for 
Conkling’s partisanshipwhich he would have 
felt had he desired the nomination never so 
badly and had he been nominated. This 
sentiment increases Gen. Graut's present 
attachment to Conkling, and his regret at 
the critical situation in which the latter has 
blunderingly placed himself. The loyalty 
which Grant shows to friendship in this in- 
stance will serve to gain him new admira- 
tion, though it fail to help Conkling. 

As the ultra patriot says: May our coun- 
try be right; but, right or wrong, our coun- 
try!“ So Gen, Grant says: May my friends 
be right; but, right or wrong, my friends!” 
That ends the sentimental view of the case. 

From a logical point of view, it may be 
said, first, that Gen. Grant has not had a 
proper opportunity, and perhaps will not 
have, to feel the public pulse in regard to 
this matter. He says he “has met but one 
man who does not indorse Conkling’s 
course,” It is very probable that Gen. Grant 
might travel all over the United States, 


ghee: 


back from Mexico, without personally en- 
countering any contradiction of his own 
views on this or any other political subject. 
Gen. Grant occupies an exceptional position. 
He is ranked with Lincoln and Washington 
in the minds of the American people. There 
is no other living man who commands in this 
country anything like the same amount of 
deference. The people who meet Gen. Grant 
do not care to contradict him or argue with 
him. They prefer to acquiesée in any state 
ments which the great General makes in terms 
so emphatic as his expressions of sympathy 
with Mr. Conkling, and especially in matters 
where his personal feelings are known to be 
warmly enlisted. Gen. Grant is not in poli- 
tics, and nothing would be gained by antag- 
onizing him, while most people would regard 
it as indelicate and ungrateful, if not unman- 
nerly, to hurt his feelings when it is not nec- 
essary and nothing isto be gained thereby. 
There are more than 40,000 Republican voters 
in the City of Chicago, among whom there 
are not enough men who indorse Conkling’s 
extraordinary conduct and insufferable bull- 
dozing arrogance to fill an omnibus; and yet 
not half a dozen of these people would care 
to introduce a controversial subject or make 
an offensive remark in Gen. Grant’s pres- 
ence. It would be very strange indeed if the 
respect and esteem for the great military 
leader were not so general and so marked as 
to make him the autocrat of conversations in 
which he joins. Hence it is an error for 
Gen. Grant to infer trom a lack of contradic- 
tion that the American people or the Repub- 
lican party are with him in his indorsement 
of Conkling’s unprecedented course. 

The logie of the Conkling case, even as 
stated by Gen. Grant, shuts out any other 
than personal sympathy. If Mr. Conkling 
waf rightin resigning because he was a 
„proud man” and could not brook what he 
was pleased to term the humiliation” which 
Presideut Garfield and his associate Senators 
put upon him, he ought to stay re- 
Signed.“ The theory of “ vindication” can 
scarcely be maintained in the face of the des- 
perate struggle which Conkling finds it 
necessary to make in order to retain a small 
minority of Republican votes in the New 
York Legislature. And even if this struggle 
shall resultin the ultimate return of Mr. 
Conkling to the Senate, which is certainly 
the most improbable outeome of the situa- 
tion, his relations with his colleagues will be 
no more agreeable than they would have 
been had he not resigned. Indeed, the Sen- 
ete did not confirm Robertson, and thus rat- 
ify the “insult” which the President put 
upon Conkling, until after the latter had re- 
signed; and, while this subsequent Senato- 
rial action cannot be reasonably cited asa 
motive tor the resignation, it cannot any 
more reasonably be claimed that re@lection 
will render Conkling’s association with the 
Senators who joined in the alleged “insult” 
more cordial than it would have been be- 
fore the Senate indorsed the President's po- 
sition.

There is nothing in any author- 
itative exposition of Republican principles, 
nor in the record of the Republican party, 
which denies to the President the exercise of 
the appointing power which the Constitution 
confers upon him, nor to the Senate its con- 
stitutional right of confirming his appoint- 
ments. Gen, Grant himself did not always 
consult the Senators from any State 
from which he made an appointment, 
nor did individual Senatorial opposition 
always prevail upon him te withdraw a 
nomination or upon the Senate to reject his 
nominations. The Simmons case in Boston 
is a conspicuous instance of this, but there 
were many others. Besides, Mr. Conkling 
himself had acquiesced in a precedent of 
Executive appointment and Senatorial con- 
firmation to Government offices in New York 
in spite of his protest. Mr. Merritt was ap- 
pointed and confirmed as Collector in the 
face of Cofikling’s violent opposition, and 
yet Conkling did not resign. Why should 
he resign, then, when Merritt was promoted 
at his own request and Robertson appointed 
to the vacancy wifhout asking his (Conk- 
ling’s) leave? Gen. Grant Is mistaken in his 
facts if he thinks Judge Robertson’s ap- 
pointment was in violation of any pledges to 
Conkling, and hence Conkling’s previous 
acquiescence In Merfitt’s appointment and 
confirmation made illogical his subsequent 
resignation when the office was conferred 
upon Robertson. 

People generally will admire the sentiment 
which underlies Gen. Grant’s sympathy with 
Conkling, but they will conden.n nis logic.

COMPROMISES OF PRINCIPLE. 

The wise statesman may well say: Com- 
promise me no compromises.” In states- 
manship compromises settle nothing; they 
merely postpone the evil day. Meantime the 
real difference which caused the contention 
and which it was proposed to settle by the 
compromise becomes more and more pro- 
nounced. Slavery, about which so many 
compromises were made in this country, 
grew more and more hideous with every at- 
tempt to harmonize it with its opposit, free- 
dom. The Institution of slavery has two 
synonyms; barbarism and war,—and with 
neither is compromise. possible. The only 
way to compromise with the barbarian is 
first to conquer and then to civillze him, and 
the only way toeffect a compromise in war 
is to crush the enemy and then allow him to 
conciliate himself, 

Compromises with factions in a politeal 
party, where a principle is involved, are the 
very essence Of folly. The offer to conciliate 
the defeated faction, defeated because in the 
wrong, is an abandonment of the very prin- 
ciple which enabled the winning faction to 
triumph, And by virtue of this fact the sec- 
tion of the party which was lately a faction 
has become the party itself, and is entitled to 
dictate Its policy and wield its power. 
To allow the defeated faction to dictate the 
policy or name the party standard-bearers is 
to surrender the first fruits of a justly-won 
victory. It is equivalent to an admission 
that the late contention was a mere scramble 
for place and power, devoid of principle. 

A striking exemplification of the sound- 
ness of this proposition was afforded by the 
Republican National Convention of 1880. In 
that Convention a great question was pre- 
s“nted,—the question of the right of indi- 
vidual opinion as opposed to the demand for 
the enforcement of the unit rule. What is 
known as the machine” in the Republican 
party undertook to pack the party Conven- 
tion, to stifle the individual opinions and 
wishes of the telegatés, and so to force upon 
the party a nomination which was neither ap- 
proved by its conscience nor sanctioned by 
its judgment. No more vital principle ever 
divided the councils of a political party. On 
the one hand was the faction which insisted 
that certain delegates should be com- 
pelled to vote against their convictions 
touching the merits of rival candidates, 
and against their judgment as to 
the wisest party policy: and on the other 
hand the faction which maintained the right 
of complete freedom of individual opinion 
and action. This latter faction triumphed. 
Gen. Grant, the candidate of the defeated fac- 
tion, was defeated; Gen. Garfield, who stood 
for the right of each delegate to vote his 
sentiments, because, as he said, “he believed 
it to be everlastingly right,“ was nominated. 

A few hours after this signal triumph ofa 
great principle, without whose triumph the 

tepublican party would have been inevitably 
doomed to disintegration and destruction, 
Gen. Chester A. Arthur, a prominent repre- 
sentative of the faction whose defeat was 
necessary to the salvation of the party, was 
nominated to the Vice-Presidency. Onehour 
before the nomination of Gen. Garfield the 
delegate who should have suggested Mr. 
Arthur's name for this high place would have 
been laughed to scorn, There was nothing 
in his record entitling him to honorable dis- 
tinction in the Nation, or in a great National 
political party. On the other hand, there 
was that in his record which rendered it 
quite impossible that he should be so much as 
thought of in connection with exalted sta- 
tion. Under his administration of the New 
York Custom-House that revenue-collecting 
institution became notorivusly corrupt, and 
Mr. Arthur was summarily removed because 
he refused to displace his Chief Deputy, of 
whose complicity in the alleged frauds the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the President 
were firmly convinced. Of these facts dele- 
gates were aware. What, then, induced them 
to so stultify themselves? To conciliate the 
defeated faction,“ it will be said. True But 
the defeated faction had been contending for 
a principle which threatened the party with 
ruin. To compromise with that faction was 
to surrender a part of what had been gained 
after a desperate and prolonged conflict. It 
was to place high in authority a representa- 
tive of the faction which had so lately 
struggled desperately to exalt personal 
ambition and the autocratic decrees of the 
machine above principle. Will it be pre- 
tended, for a moment, that compromising 
away agreat principlein this bold manner 
could strengthen a party composed of intel- 
ligent, virtuous citizens? But the case is 
worse than this: Within the defeated fae- 
tion to be conciliated (?) there were others 
than Mr. Arthur, with unobjectionable 
records,—Gen. Woodford and Mr. Morton, 
both from New York, too. Either of these 
gentlemen would have been satisfactory as a 
candidate for the Vice-Presidency. But Mr. 
Conkling, Achilles like, had retired sulkily 
to his tent. The absence of the great Boss 
brought the machine to a full stop; not a 
wheel revolved; the cogs were all silent. 
And strange to say, the opposition, which 
had been lionlike in their bravery, which 
had saved the party integrity and the party 
organization by a magnificent victory,—the 
opposition turned pale and held their breath 
with fear. Mr. Conkling would not have 
Woodford, although Woodford was his 
devoted adherent. He would not have 
Morton, notwithstanding Morton had stood 
by him through thick and thin. Then some 
body had a luminous idea—Atthur! Tue 
noimination of Arthur would compel Conkling 
to support the ticket. Besides the nomination

MURDER OF OFFICER MAHONEY. 

The killing of Officer Mahoney of the Chi- 
cago police force on Sunday night last ought 
to lead toa revision of the laws governing 
the sale of pistols and revolvers,—ought to 
lead to the adoption of a rigid code on the 
subject ef concealed weapons, and to the 
faithful administration of it. There is no 
reason for the carrying of a revolver by any 
peaceable citizen in a civilized community 
governed by law, except the fact that such 
citizen is liable, at any moment of his life, 
day or night, to be confronted by a plug-ugly 
with a cocked pistol in his hand. But in 
ninety-nine cases outof a hundred the peace- 
able citizen’s revolver is of no use; it is in his 
pocket, while that of the ruffian is in his 
hand, on cock,“ and ready for instant exe- 
cution. It is only upon occasions when the 
peaceable citizen becomes inflamed with pas- 
sion or wine that he uses his pistol with 
deadly effect, and then his victim is 
also a peaceable citizen whose death 
he deplores. It follows that the carrying of 
pistols by the so-called law-abiding class 
does notin fact arm them against the dis- 
reputable criminal classes. They almost 
never kill bloodthirsty villains or robbers, 
but sometimes kill a member of their own 
class, and thereafter live only to regret the 
insane act. It would not, then, harm respect- 
able society, it would not imperil the lives of 
descent peopie, to take from every law-abid- 
ing citizen in the community his concealed 
revolver. And what objection would there 
be on the part of law-abiding citizens to the 
enactment of a law empowering the police 
authorities to search everywhere for con- 
cealed weapons, to demand their surrender, 
and to enforce it? Why should any man 
ontside the ranks of the army hold and pos- 
sess a concealed revolver? To deprive the 
citizen of concealed weapons can in no sense 
be considered as an infringement, of his 
constitutional right to bear arms, That right 
appertains to him only as a member of a 
“well-regulated militia” force. Indeed 
the keeping of concealed weapons may be re- 
garded, if considered at all in relation to the 
State, as a menace to its existence; and the 
citizen has no more right to conspire against 
the State than the State has to interfere 
arbitrarily with his lawful rights. Why, 
then, should not the State enact laws requir- 
ing the surrender of all concealed weapons, 
and provide for their rigid enforcement ? The 
presumption is that decent citizens — 
freely part with their revolvers and knives, 
if they have any, upon good assurance that 
ruffians would be compelled to give up theirs. 
Nor is there much doubt that a vigilant police 
force could speedily wrench from the pockets 
of the disorderly classes their concealed 
weapons if supported by an overwhelming 
public sentiment created by the unanimous 
voice of the class of respectable citizens who 
had freely surrendered their own useless re- 
volvers. But how eis the sale of the deadly 
revolver to be legally regulated or prevent- 
ed? Why should not it be regulated and 
prevented if it endangers the peace of the 
community? The lunatic is locked up because 
it is presumed that, not having his wits about 
him, he might kill somebody if allowed to go 
free. The victim of smali-pox is restrained 
of his liberty to prevent the spread of the 
fatal contagion. The lunatic and the small- 
pox patient are unfortunates. The one in 
going crazy, and the other in contracting a 
loathsome disease, had no motive to injure 
the community,—no more motive to that end 
than the dealer in pistols has to lead up to mur- 
der when he sells a revolver. But the pre- 
sumption is that nine out of every ten pistols 
sold by the dealer find their way into the pos- 
session of men inclined to use them for crimi- 

nal purposes, 

We do not hesitate to say that free trade in 
pistols ought to be abolished. Our City Gov- 
ernment provides against the ravages of mad 
dogs; why should not it provide against the 
bloodthirstiness of both mad and bad men ? 
The sound of the revolver is heard almost 
every night in the year in the City of Chicago, 
and in nearly every case the weapon is dis- 
charged by some ruffian. If a _ police- 
man is able to lay his hand on 
the ruffian, he clubs him and 
wrenches the, pistol from his murder- 
ous gras, 36m much better it would have 
been for u cause of law and order to have 
taken the pistol from the ruffian before he 
had an opportunity to useit! There is a law 
prohibiting the carrying of concealed weap- 
ons. Why is it not enforced? Is it defect- 
ive? If it is let it be amended. It is cer- 
tainly practicable to frame an ordinance 
which would be effective; that is to say, un- 
der which the police authorities could wrest 
from the hands of the disorderly class their 
pistols. Policemen know the disreputables; 
they know their dens and haunts, and a sin- 
gle day would suffice for them to collect a 
great armory full of revolvers. The thing to 
do is to draw the ruffians’ teeth, and then 
close the pistol-dealers’ shops against all at- 
tempts to buy anew set. The community 
should demand that measures be at once 
taken to protect faithful policemen like poor 
Mahoney against being shot down like dogs 
by thieves and ruffians.

One of the most novel and Interesting feat- 
ures of ration-day at the Los Pinos Agency is 
the killing of the cattle by the Indians prepara- 
tory tothe distribution of their carcasses. A 
recent visitor at the Agency thus describes the 
scene: After the rations of flour, sugar, and 
coffee had been issued, the entire assembly of 
Indians repaired to the corral. Six fat cattle 
were there. The Indians mounted the corral 
fence. They had their Winchester rifles and 
their long-barreled revolvers. The squaws 
sharpened the scalping-knives on stones. Some 
bad small axes. When each had chosen his po- 
sition on the fence, all was ready for the 
slaughter. The cattie became nearly frantic at 
the sight of the Indians on the fence. They ran 
wild about the corral for some moments. When 
they became quiet the ‘selector,’ as he ie called, 
chose the Indian for the first shot. A rifle was 
aimed, the word given to fire, and a steer 
dropped. This was a beautiful shot at 100 yards 
distance. It killed the steer almost instantly. 
The second shot was made by a young ladian, 
apparently not more than 18 years ot age. It 
was made with a United States army pattern 
Colt's revolver. This distance about sixty yards. 
It brought down the steer bya shotover the 
left eye. The other four shots were perfect. At 
the last shot, so soon as the sixth steer had 
dropped, men and squaws rushed pell- mell into 
the corral. They began skinning the cattle 
while yet kicking. The novelty of the sight was 
amusing. Within twenty minutes these Indians 
had these six steers * butchered —it butchering 
it may be called—and portions seiected lashed 
upon their ponies. In a separate corral two 
cattle were likewise killed for the Chiefs. Che- 
pita, Ouray’s widow, gets a hind-quarter from 
this lot, in honor of her deceased husband.” 


In commenting upon the new project of 
cutting a canal through the Isthmus of Corinth, 
for which De Lesseps is reported to have secured 
a concession, the London Giobe says: “ The dis- 
tande to be saved by it does not look very great 
upon the map, and is atthe best not more 
than would be saved by cutting a canal across 
the narrowest part of Scotland. Moreover, the 
saving would be of little value internationally, 
except to ships plying between the Adriatic or 
Italian ports and the Black Sea or a Turkish 
port in Europe or Asta. Neither on the road to 
Crete, Cyprus, Tripoli, nor to the Syrian 
coasts, would vessels be benefited by 
passing through it to any material ex- 
tent, or, at any rate, to such an extent 
as to induce them to pay any tolls. It will be 
chiefly as a benefit to Athens and the Greek 
towns that the work will be appreciated, and it 
must be expected, therefore, that the Greeks 
will come forward most readily to promote and 
pay for the scheme. Independently, however, 
of its commercial value, the proposed new canal 
Will have a great interest in the eyes of all eu- 
gineers. The project must often have oceurred 
tu the active and enterprising people who lived 
in those regions in the golden age of Greek his- 
tory; and it is somewhat surprising that the 
work should not bave been carried out at one of 
the times when a strong Government was at last 
established over the whole peninsula. In most 
ot their engineering works, such as aqueducts 
and viaducts, the Romans were far ahead of us; 
and it will be rather a new triumph to outdo an- 
tiquity in the very heart of the classic territory. 


Tue appointment of the husband of Ma- 
dame Gerster, an opera singer, to an American 
Consulate in Italy would seem to be not entirely 
without a consideration. Madame Gerster is 
coming back next season; and as this country 
has supported her magnificently for two years, 
she doubtless feels that it owes it to her that she 
should be taken care of in the vacation season. 
The name of Madame Gerster’s husband is 
Gardini. What his diplomatic experience has 
been or his familiarity with American customs 
andthe requirements of American commerce 
we are not informed. But it is fair to presume 
that they are considerable. Otherwise he would 
not be promoted to so comfortable a position as 
that of Consul at Bologna, which has much hon- 
or, but little salary attached to it. Madame 
Gerster will be under the management of 
Strakosch, who has signed and sealed a contract 
with her for next season. Strakosch’s own 
finances are in a bad way, he having lately gone 
into bankruptcy. But as the custom is to re- 
quire a heavy depositin London or Paris before 
so distinguished a singer as Madame Gerster 
sets sail for America, it is probable that she is 
amply secured against loss. 


Tue lively and irrepressible mosquito has 
turned up in the British Oapital, and the alarm 
he has caused is by no means inconsiderabie.

THe electricity division of the Patent 
Office is one of the busiest in the building. 
About 250 different patents for telephones and 
175 patents for the electric light dave been 
granted, and new applications are coming in by 
almost every mail. There are about 350 applica- 
tions for electric light patents pending. The 
narrowness of the principle and the great pe- 
cunlary interests involved in the telephone give 
rise to much litigation. A short time ago theré 
were fifty-five cases of alleged interference in 
telephone patents before the office.

LOCUSTS, 
THE LONG AND THE SHORT TERM. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 13.—Prof. C. V. 
Riley finds his predictions with regard to the 
seventeen-year locusts verified by their ap- 
pearance within a few days in various locali- 
ties. He made a report recently on the sub- 
ject. It appears that broods of the seven- 
teen-year locusts should mature this year in 
certain parts of Wisconsin, North Carolina, 
Virginia, Northern Ohio, and a few in Lau- 
caster County, Pennsylvania, and Westches- 
ter County, New York. The brood known 
as the thirteen-year locusts was to be 
expected this year. quite generally. through- 
out the South. The two broods show little 
or no specific difference, but divide in geo- 
—·2 lines, the seventeen-year brood be- 
onging to the Northern and the thirteen-year 
to the Southern States, the dividing line be- 
ing about latitude 38, though in some places 
the seventeen-year brood extends below this 
line, while in Illinois the thirteen-year brood 
runs up considerably beyond it. 

IT HAPPENED 

that orfe of the largest seventeen-year brood, 
together with one of the largust thirteen-year 
brood, appeared simultaneously in the sum- 
mer of 1868. Such an event, so faygas re- 
gards these two particular broods Has not 
taken place since the year 1647, nor will it 
take place aguin till the year 2089. The ento- 
mologists of the Agricultural Department 
do not think that the ravages of these insects 
will be of any unusual severity this season.

MRS. WINES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 1a. — Mrs. Emma 
S. Wines, relict of the late Rey. Dr. E. C. 
Wines, of New York, during his life the 
most eminent advocate of prison reform in 
the worid, died in this city to-day. She was 
born in New York City in 1804, and lacked 
only a fortnight of having completed her 
7ith year. Her grandfather, Joseph Stans- 
bury, Esq.. a gentleman of London, emi- 
grated to this country, and was, during the 
time of the American Revolution, a some- 
what noted literary and social character 
in New York and Philadelphia. He was 
buried in St. Paul’s Churchyard on Broad- 
way. Ller father, Arthur Joseph Stansbury, 
was also a well-known reporter and corre- 
spondent on the staff of the Nutignal Intel- 
lLiyencer in Washington di the palmy days of 
the United States Senate, and was well ac- 
quainted with all the leading statesmen of 
his time. John Quincy Adams, Daniel Web- 
ster, Henry Clay, John C. Calhoun, and the 
rest. He was an amateur artist and a poet. 
Mes. Wines inherited from her ancestors a 
mind of unusual vigor and sensibility. The 
robust character of her intellect may 
be inferred from the fact that she learned 
to read, write, and speak the German lan- 
guage for her own amusement after she 
was 70 years old. Ler physical and moral 
nature were equally strong and well devel- 
oped, Of an ardent, passionate tempera- 
ment, with a firm and resolute will, positive 
in her convictions of right and duty, very af- 
fectionate, N — — gen- 
erous, confiding, but extremely shrewd in 
perception of character, a fine conversatiou- 
alist, well read in more languages than one, 
and a great traveler, with a multitude of 
acquaintances and friends, both in Europe 
and Alperica, she was no ordinary person. 
Sue came here to reside about a 
year and a half ago. after the 
death of her husband. in all his 
work, during the entire eourse of his life, she. 
had a share, whether in his younger days, as 
a teacher, when she devoted herself to the 
motherly care of the boys under his training, 
many of whom were men of mark, or, in 
middle life, when she rendered equally effi- 
cient aid as a pastor’s wife, or in his last 
days, when she acted as his amanuensis, ad- 
viser, and companion, taking part in his trials, 
fatigues, his disappuintments, and his tri- 
umphs. With him she three times crossed 
the ocean in her old age, sustained 
by a rare enthusiasm and pride 
in her hasband’s work, and abroad she made 
friends with people of the highest rank. 
Everywhere she was received with kindness 
and trvated with distinction, not for his sake 
only, but for her own as well. During the 
later years of her life she was a great suiferer 
from a complication of diseases. agains 
which her remarkable vitality waged a stout 
fight. Stricken with paralysis in Germany, 
and afterwards afflicted with softening of the 
brain in New York, she apparently recovered 
from both to a surprising degree. Her wid- 
owed condition preyed upon her mind. Slowly 
but steadily she declined in health, and was 
fortwo months confined to her bed. Her 
death has been expected daily by her family 
for more than a fortnight past. When it caine 
at last, it came quickly. Her friends have 
left them the memory of a stainless life, act- 
ively spent in works of Christian charity, 
rull of proofs of her passionate attachment 
to those nearest her, together with the hope 
of reunion in a better world.

THE SOUTHWESTERN ASSOCIATION 

The Southwestern Railway Association meets 
to-day at its office in the Lakeside Building for 
the purpose of discussing the affairs of the As- 
sociation, which have become considerably en- 
tangled during the last year, no regular meeting 
of the Association having been held for exactly 
one year. The meeting is also to consider the 
special report of the Committee appointed at 
the late conterence of Southwestern railroad 
managers to devise pians for the settlement of 
the freight and passenger complications. The 
Committee consists of E. P. Ripley, General 
Freight Agent of the Burlington; James Smith, 
General Freight Agent of the Alton; H. C. 
Townsend, General Passenger Agent of the Wa- 
bash; France Chandler. General Passenger and 
Ticket Agent ot the Missouri Pacifico; and 
J. W. Midgley, Commissioner of the 
Southwestern Railway Association. It is 
understood that plans for the settle- 
ment of both the freight and passenger 
troubles have been agreed upon by the Com- 
mittee, which will be submitted to-day. They 
are kept secret, but it is understood that the 


proposition for settling passepger matters is 
based on u gross pool of all Southwestern pas- 
seuger business from all the Western gateways. 
The outstanding unlimited tickets are to be 
taken into the pool at the rate at which they 
were sold or a slight increase upon that 
amount. . 

The basis for settling the freight troubles, it 
is stated, proposes a pool similar to the present 
one, with the exception that the territory is to 
be considerably enlarged and the percentages 
ot the various roads and divisions to be com- 
pletely revised. 

It is not believed that any action upon these 
plans will be taken at to-day’s meeting. The 
plans will probably be received and the meet- 
ing will then adjourn to give the managers au 
opportunity to fully digest the proposals of the 
Committee. 

Several lines heretofore not included in the 
freight pool will ask for admission. Among 
these the Illinois Central and the Northwestern 
are mentioned. The Northwestern officials, how- 
— state that they have no desire to join the 


pool, 

The Kansas City, Fort Scott & Gulf Raliiroad, 
which heretofore bas acted in barmony witb the 
Southwestern pool and accepted its rates, bas 
voue back on the agreement, and has just given 
notice tit willact independently bereut ter.

IOWA RAILROADS. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Des Moines, Ia., June 12.—Dirt is flying all 
along the Wabash between this city and Aibia. 
Four thousand men and 1,300 teums are at work. 
The ties and iron for the track are now at 
Albia, and track-laying will begin by Aug. 15 
and pruceed at the rate of two milesaday. The 
timbers for the bridges are on we ground. If 
money and men can do it, the cars wii zun over 
the road Sept. 1, 1881. 

The contract for closing the gap in the St. 
Louis, Des Moines & Northern between this city 
and Waukee was let Saturday, the work to be 
completed Sept. 1. That will add over sixty 
miles of that road to Des Moines. This road runs 
north to Boone, its objective point being Min- 
nesota. Between here and Boone a branch will 
be run to Waukee, thus bringing the Des Moines 
Northwestern into the city. This road will bein 
operation to Jefferson, Greene County, this fall, 
a distance of over ninety miles. This road and 
the Northern are owned by the same company, 
which is a Wabash coadjutor. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy are making 
a rapid survey and location of a road from 
Osceola, fn Clarke ‘County, to this city, and say 
they mean business. Ihe Osceola & Des Moines 
narrow-gauge people, who are building a road 
parallel to this new project, say the movement 
of the Chicago, Buriingzton & Quincy is simply a 
game of blut to kill their pony project, and 
that the broad-gauge will not be built. It is 
probable the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
are after more than the narrow-gauge. The 
Des Moines & Kansas City have surveyed a line 
from this city to Murray, and are now working 
up the subsidics. From Murray the road will 
run direct to Kansas City. The Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy also have a road from Uscevla 
to Kansas City, and this new branch is to 
form a purt of that line to Des Moines. 
But the managers of the Des Moines 
& Kansas City deciare their road will be built if 
there bo baif a dosen roads in that direction. 
On the other hand, there are those, ot course in- 
terested parties, who say the Des Moines & Kan- 
sas City bas no foundation io fact, and bas no 
bottom or money behind it. 

It is rumored that the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern are negotiating for the Bird property on the 
west side ot the Des Moines River inthis city 
for depot purposes. If it be so, and succeeds, 
they will be in the most eligible and valuable 
spot in town. No better selection could be 
made. The business boom which has struck the 
city just now, and the Prospective and certain 
growth to a population of 40,000 in five years, 
Will make this iocadon a valuable one, and 
which ene or two years hence cannot be ob- 
tained except at great cost. 

The Mason City & Fort Dodge Railroad Com- 
pauy has filed articies of jucurporation with the 
Secretary of State. Capital, $5,000,000. John F. 
Duncombe, W. V. Lucas, and others are the in- 
corporators. As Mr. Duncombe bus never op- 
erated nor completed any of the several roads 
which he has projected, t is safe to conciude 
this latest project will fall into the bands of 
some big corporation, possibly the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul. 

The Minneapolis & St. Louis is slowly working 
its way from Fort Dodge to this city. Elections 
are being held in townships in Buove County to 
bring it to Ogden, the round to ve in operation 
Sept. 1. The „ py will certainly find it more 
profitable to build to this city than to pay track- 
uge or hauling to the Fort Dodge Koad from 
Fort Dodge, especially as coal abounds all along 
the propused line between here and Fort Dodge, 
und the further fact that this city affords a 
terminal point which is of considerable impor- 
tance. ‘There is very little doubt that the 
Minneapolis & St. Louis will be here before the 
year closes. 

The Central Iowa Road is being ballasted its 
entire length with ravel, the Company having 
an immense bed of the stuff at Gifford. The 
gravel-trains are loaded with a steam shovel.

INDIANAPOLIS POOR-HOUSE 


Testimony Given atthe First Hearing 
of Evidence in the Present Investi- 
gation. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 13.—The inves- 
tigation of the charges against the manage- 
ment of the County Poor-Farm began this 
morning before the Board of County Com- 
missioners in the Circuit Court room, Ex- 
Gov. Hendricks and Mayor Gordon appeared 
as counsel for the Citizens’ Committee. 
Superintendent Wright, and Dr. Culbertson 
have separate counsel. Neither of the men 
present a prepossessing appearance, Culbert- 
son particularly having hard. cold eyes and a 
face anything but sympathetic. Elaborate 
specifications setting out the grievances al- 
leged in detail were then read. after which Mrs 
Pierce, a great stolid-looking hulk of flesh, 
who had charge of the nursery department of 
the Asylum, was called. She testifies that 
she first went to the farm as a patient; has 
twelve children in her care, three of whom 
are colored. When not asleep the children 
are all together; no arrangement for school- 
ing since Mr. Wright took charge, except the 
larger ones, who went to the district school. 
The children do nothing in daytime except 
play. Five of the children are idiots. I 
knew a boy in the institution named 
Harry White. He left the Asylum since 
Wright took charge. He was then 
nearly grown; heard Wright k of 
having trouble with White, and of having 
chastised him; have seen instruments of 
chastisement, but no cowhide; saw two 8 
whipped severely by Wright. 1 know Mry 
Pitcher, an insane woman. I know she was 
but in a cell; Llsaw her there last summer. 
My room was over the cell. I could hear her 
raving. The cell was in the cellar. The cell 
was light part of the time. It was darkened 
by putting papers on the windows; don’t 
know whether Wright did it or not. 
She was there weeks. She was 
never taken out for airing to my 
knowledge. She cried, but I don’t think 
very piteously. I know Wilson, who was 
imprisoned this summer.” Witness de 
scribed the struggle between Wilson and 
Culbertson, assisted by Cruikshank. ‘“ Wil- 
son was kept in the cell eleven days. It is 
against the rules for persons imprisoned to 
send letters away. I know Maggie Hoover. 
I heard she had been imprisoned. She irons 
and washes. She is an inmate. She is a 
young woman. 1 can’t tell whether she is 
idiotic. She is paralyzed. I know Barbara 
Stevenson. She is in the insane ward. I 
heard Molly Oliver was put in the cell. I 
remember a colored man, wife, and children 
coming to the Asylum in cold weather last 
winter. I did not put their clothing’ on the 
child. I left its undergarments on.—a flan- 
nel shirt, worsted dress, shoes, and stock- 
ings. I bathed it in warm water in a warm 
room. The child was ill, and got gradually 
worse; heard it died after it left my charge a 
week. There is a room for inly women. 
Katie Norman was the nurse for inlyi 
womeh. The building has been seru 
out lately. The cells were scrubbed out 
Saturday.” The witness denied having 
talked with the officers about the investiga- 
tion, but the Superintendent (Wright) caine 
to see her Saturday, and Dr. Culbertson 
brought her into town in his buggy. this 
morning. : 

Mrs. Charlotte Moore, an inmate of the 
asyluin, testified that she wentthere with her 
live children. Sheand her daughter were 
both in a delicate condition, and were deliy- 
ered of children.

CONDITION OF THE TUNNELS. 

O. B. Green called on City-Engineer Cregier 
and Controller Gurney — to urge the re- 
pairing ot the Washington and La Salle street 
iunuvels, which are leaking badly, especially the 
former, which is in a sorry plight.

one at each end and another iu the centre, —and 
would do the same by the sidewalks. This 
would give all the light necessary, and would do 
away with gas, which could not be made to burn 
brighter down there because of the low pressure 

necessary to have it burn without smoking. 
A 8TOP-COCK WAR. 

There is a small contractors’ war raging 
around the office of the Department of Public 
Works. It is all about sidewalk stop-cocks. 
These little jokers are always put in by the city 
when the water-service pipes are laid. Uptoa 
year ago, what was known as the three-quarter 
inch rent-and-washer-cock was used, and 
found effective and lasting. Last year, what 
are known as the roundaway cocks were 
used, which are without a nut and washer, being 
merely a simple T cock, which is cheap and not 
durable. and is manufactured in Chicago. One 
contractor alone placed 1,200 of these cocks in 
service-pipes last ycar, and they were passed by 
the Inspectors. This year there has been laid 
and there is yet to be laid, a vast amount of 
service-pipes on streets to be improved. 
contractors have been using the rounda way 
cocks, without nuts and washers. Saturday a 
halt was called, and the coutractors who 
were a them invited to. come around. 
Among them were Mr. Sloan and Joe 
Hogan. These gentlemen showed that the 
specifications under which they made their 
bids and contracts did not call for any special 
kind of cocks, and that they bad bid withan eye 
to those that were cheapest, those with a nut 
and washer attachment costing 40 cents more 
each. The Mayor beid, however, that, accord- 
ing to the specifications, the Department of 
Public Works had the right to designate what 
kind of cocks were to be used under the side- 
walks, and that no more of the cheaper cocks 
would be allowed, though those now in which 
had been acce might remain. Mr. Hogan 
charged that be had been unfairly treated by 
Assessor Woodford, who bad once invented a 
stop-coek which had caused a loss of thousands 
of dollars to the city, and thut he bad made this 
trouble. The Mayor cut the argument short by 
insisting that nut and washer cocks should be 
used hereafter.

. THE CANADA BANKS. 
THEIR INDEBTEDNESS TO THE INTERNAL REV- 


ENUE. 

The success of the Internal Revenue officials 
in securing the payment of back taxes due for 
several years by the International and Corn 
Exchange Banks inspired Revenue- Agent Kin- 
ney to make an investiganon of the deposit ac- 
counts of the four Canadian banks doing busi- 
ness in this city. These are the Bank of Mon- 
treal, Canadian Bank of Commerce, Merchants 
Bank, and Bank of Britieh North America, and 
all do a large business with the grain and pro- 
vision exporters, and are large makers of New 
York and London exchange. 

The Montreal Bank has a capital of $12,000,000 
and a surplus of $500,000, the great bulk of which 
is divided among its branches in Canada. The 
anency here was allotted a capital of 8100. 000. 
and this is what it returns for municipal and 
National taxation. The Revenue lnspector, on 

king a cursory examination of the books, 
ined that bank bad in ite sem-yearly 
to Collector Harvey included among its 
that much-contested item—Clearing- 
checks. But he also ascertained 
business of the institution was larger 
tha the combined deposits and capital 
allotted. The bank officials claimed that any 
excess ot funds used was either a portion of 
the bank s surpius, which they claim is not taxa- 
bie, or else moneys sent here or pi to the 
bank’s credit with the New York agency by the 
parent bank in Canada. These funds were not 
subject to check except by the bank here, which 
derived no profits from the transaction, as the 
gains were credited up to the parent bank. lu 
this respect the bank here claimed to be simply 
as a tinancial agent. Col. Kinney in- 
sis that, as he understood the law, the 
moneys used ian excess of the capital 
and the deposits acevunted for must be 
regarded as cither a deposit or additional cap- 
ital, and therefore subject to the tax one-twenty- 
fourth of I per cent per month. He could not make 
auy distinction between the Bank of Montreal 
in Chicago and the Bank of Montreal in Canada. 
It was all one concern, no matter how it may be 
subdivided. The earn of each branch went 
Into one common pool,—the bead office in 
Montreal,—and whatever money was used by the 
bank bere, whether actually bere or placed to 
the credit of the bank in New York, must be re- 
garded either as capital or deposit. At the 
Colonel's request, the bank officials are now en- 
gaged in making up a statement of the business 
by mouths for several years past, for the purpose 
of determining just bow much the excess of 
funds in use amounted to. When this is com- 
pleted it will be sent to Washington, with 
a statment of the facts. Should the 
Department hold this excess to be taxable, the 
bank wiil be called upon to pay the full back 
tax, and also a penaity of 100 per cent. The 
bank bas retained counsel, and, should the Gov- 
ernment insist in the ap taken by the 
revenue Officials, it is likely a suit will be entered 
to recover. 

THE CANADIAN BANK OF COMMERCE, 
which bas a capita! of $6,000,008 and a surplus of 
$1,400,000, takes the same position as the Bank 
of Montreal. Heretofore itdid not make re- 
turn of the Clearing-House cheeks. The ac- 
count for this item is now being made up, and 
as soon as determined the bank will be called 
upon to make good to Uncle Sam. Its allotment 
of capital here is $100,000. 

The Merchants’ Bank of Canada has a capital 
of $5,500,000 and a surplus of $475,000. Its allot- 
ment of capital here is $15,000. Its business is 
aimost exclusively confined to dealtug in ex- 
change, foreign. and domestic. It sets up the 
same claim as the first-mentioned institution. 

The headquarters of the Bank of British North 
America are in don, Engiand, though the 
supervisory office on this Continentis in Mon- 
treal. It hus a capital of £1,000,000. An exam- 
ination of its books showed that, according to 
Col. Kinney’s views, it owed the Government a 
small amount,—not exceeding $100. 

The probabilities are that the Department at 
Washington will sustain the ruling of tne local 
revenue ollicials, and in such event the banks 
‘will enter suit to recover the money for the pur- 
pose of making a test case for future guidance.

THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 
THE DIRECTORS’ MEETING. 

The Board of Directors of the Public Library 
heid their annual meeting yesterday afternoon, 
President Onahan iu the chair, and Messrs. Cal- 
laghan, Kaldec, Locwenthal, and Walker pres- 
ent. 

Bills to the amount of $800 were audited and 
ordered paid. 

The Librarian's report showed that the num- 
ber of books added to the library was larger 
than in any previous year. Attention was called 
to the fuct that the public interest taken in the 
Memorial Building evidenced tne appreciation 
of the people of the excellence of the Public 
Library ag an educational institution. The 
number of new registrations during the year, 
including renewals, was 10,905, of which 6,958 
were males atid 3,947 were females, the total 
number of persong now holding cards entitling 
them to receive books being 2,417. The num- 
ber of visitors to the reading-room was 2, 708. 
as against 189,356 for the previous year, an in- 
crease ot 46 percent. The average number of 
Sunday visitors was over 1,000. 

Secretary Wickersham’s report showed that 
the amount drawn from the Library Fund was 
$43,007.27, which was disposed of as follows: 
Salaries, $17,668; books, $10,443; newspapers and 
periodicais, $1,677; binding and repairing books, 
$4,364; incidental expeuses, $511; furniture and 
fixtures, $28; printing and stationery, $662; 
heating, 877; insurance, $1,080; rent, $2,700; 
lighting, $1,080; freight, $241; postage, $197; 
funding-lists, $1,138; binding British Patents, 
$1,637. The cash account showed a balance on 
hand, June 1, of $848. 

The ninth annual report of the Directors 
showed the institution to bo in a flourishing and 
prosperous condition, with the exception of the 
present

INCONVENIENT QUARTERS, 
in which connection they recommend that the 
library be given suitable quarters before May 
next. When the last annual report was sub- 
mitted the books in the Library numbered 
67,722. Since that time the number bad been 
increased to 72,140, ata cost of $10,834. These 
figures did not include the cost of a large in- 
voice of foreign publications, the orders for 
which have already been sent on. Dur- 
ing the past year the number of 
books taken out of the Library for home 
use was 352,50]1,—a daily average of 1,161. The 
number taken out during the p ing year 
was 304,000, a daity average of 1008. The circu- 
lation of books was ciassificd as follows:

On the Resignation of the Senators and 
the Effects Thereby Produced. 
New York, June 8.— To the Editor of the New 
York Tribune—Sir: The influences which pro- 
duced the deadlock for; nearly two months in 
the Senate of the United States, nuw being sup- 
plemented at Aibany, mark eras in the political 
history of our country equally unparalleled and 
demoralizing. Having failed in an obstinate ef- 
fort to defeat the nomination of Judge Robert- 
sou, Mr. Conkling resigned his seat in the Senate. 
This would have been a matter that concerned 
himselt alone, if his tion had not changed the 
political complexion of one branch of the Na- 
tional Government. But Conkling was not con- 
tent with giving the Democratic party tem- 
porary control of the Senate. Unable to restore 
himself to the seat he had vaaated, he now 
seeks by another deadiock to give the Demo- 
cratic party permanent control of the Senate. 
In 1860, Davis, Slidell, Mason, Benjamin, 
Toombs, etc., resigned their seats in Congress to 
inaugurate a rebellion against our Goveroment 
and Union. In 1881 Conkling and Piatt resigned 
their seats in the Senate either to bulldoze their 
own reélection, or to facilitate the reéiection of 
Democratic successors. The treason of 1860 and 
1881 differ only in degree.

Since Jan- 
uary, 1875, there have been fustituted against 
the city 1 suits for injuries from defective 
sidewalks, judgments huve been rendered to the 
amount of $54,742, and fifty cases are now pend- 
ing. I have finally determined that the evil 
must be corrected, and that until the General 
Assembly shall give tothe city powers it docs 
not possess, the owners of lots must either kee 
their abutting sidewalks in good repair or mailed 
new ones. .The city, though unable to force re- 
pairs, has the power to comp.i the grection of 
new walks, and she will be forced to do so where 
owners refuse todo their duty. I therefore rec- 
ommend that where an owner or agent shall be 
notified of the fact that his sidewalk is in a bad 
condition, and refuses or neglects to repair the 
same, that youd authorize the Commissioner of 
Public Works at once to prepare and send. in to 
the Council an ordinance for a Trew sidewalk or 
new sidewalks to take the place of the defective 
ones, and that wucu the ordinance shall pass 
that ut once he proceed in the most speedy man- 
ner possible to have such new sidewalk 
constructed. The result 4 this course 
will be, I believe, that property-owners, 
knowing that they will be charged with 
a new walk with all the attendinge expenses of 
an assessment, will pay due attention to no- 
tices, and will keep their walks in good repair. 
Should they fail to do so at once, then after an 
assessment shail have been made, by paying the 
expenses thereof, they can do their own repairs, 
and bave further expenses prevented. I have a 
further plan to.suggest to the Council and to 
the public. That ise, when a sidewalk needs re- 
— the owner can come to the City-Hall and 
eposit a sufficient sum to cover the ex- 
and that the city win 
ceep a corps of repairers who will do 
the work, charging the actual cost and 
refunding the balauce, if any, to the owner. The 
advantage of this will be as follows: If a man 
finds his walk out of repair he is forced to go to 
acarpeuter; the carpeuter charges for time, 
lumber, aud cartage, the material being but a 
small trifle of the whole charge. city 
could, however, having u great many such re- 
pairs to make, charge for material and a small 
cost te cover labor, afid save cost to the owner. 
Forexample: John Smith has a defective side- 
Waik; say tour boards are -missing. In a 
six-foot sidewalk this will make twenty- 
five feet of lumber, worth, say 30 
conte. His carpenter would charge thus: 


euse of repairs, 


wore for labor, W cents for nails, for he must be 
paid the time of going to and from the job—ia 
all $1.00. The city, bowever, having men con- 
stautly at such work, and proceeding from point 
to point in order, could do the work for one- 
fourth of this charge. If the law permitted this 
charge to be made and make it a debt to be col- 
lectad of the owner, there would be no difficulty 
in keeping our sidewalks in good condition. But 
the law does not so permit. 1 think, there- 
fore, for the convenience of the public the 
above plan might be inaugurated. But to en- 
uble the crying evil to be remedied, and speedily, 
Il recommend that you do pass the accompany- 
ing order, which has been prepared after and 
with full consultation with Mr. Adams. He- 
spectfully, CarTrR H. HARRISON, 
Acting Commissioner of Public Works.

The letter of Maj.-Gen. J. M. Schofield, 
addressed to Henry M. Cist, Corresponding 
Secretary of the Society of the Army of the 
Cumberland [originally printed in THE 
TRIBUNE, June 4], in which Gen. Schofield 
attempts to.snatch the laurels from the dead 
General, George Henry Thomas, who com- 
manded the Army of the Cumberland when 
Gen. Schofield and his division were ordered 
to join it, in 1864, has created a commotion 
among the soldiers and officers of the Army 
of the Cumberland. The letter was pub- 
lished in the Times on Monday last, and all 
the officers of the Army of the Cumberland, 
when they read it, arose to protest against 
the man who was bold enough to slander the 
dead. Col. Mareus P. Bestow, who was Ad- 
jutant-General on the staff of Gen. Thomas 
J. Wood, who commanded the Third Division 
of the Fourth Army Corps before the battle 
of Franklin began, was especially indignant 
at the publication of Gen. Schofield’s 
letter. He said to a Times re 
porter last evening: ‘The letter, to begin 
with, was an uncalled-for document. It was 
addressed to Gen. Cist, the Corresponding 
Secretary of the Society of the Army of the 
Cumberland. Having addressed it to Gen. 
Cist. Gen. Seofieid should have stopped just 
there. He had no right to send it to anybody

The trial of the Elkins case was resumed 
yesterday morning in the Superior Court, Judge 
Williamson on the bench. Mrs. Elkins and her 
little girl were in court, and there was a limited 
attendance of spectators. 

George Cooper, Cudney’s former barkeeper. 
was recailed and cross-examined by Mr. 8. K. 
Dow on behalf of the plaintiff. Cooper testified 
that he had seen pictures in Cudney’s saloon. 

The regular wrangle between counsel as to 
the advisability of testimony began with the 
first question put, and was continued with 
variations during the forenoon. The Court 
ruled each time against the defense, and an ex- 
ception was recorded in every instance. 

The witness said that there were half-a-dozen 
pictures in the saloon, one of which at least 
bore Elkins’ signature. Elkins came to the sa- 
loon quite frequently,—almost always by day- 
light. Witness never found Elkins in the sa- 
loon on bis arrival im the morning, and never 
heard of his sleeping there all night. Witness 
served Elkins with cigars, ginger-ale, and lem- 
onade, but never with whisky. Once or twice 
Elkins asked for liquor, but witness never gave 
it to him. > 

L. Curry testified that he had known Elkins 
since August, 1878, and he had loaned bim 
mouey, taking security in the shape of pictures 
painted by Eikins. From 1872-73 down to 1878 
Elkins painted good pictures, but in the latter 
year he 

BEGAN TO DETERVORATE, 

and his signature lost its value to a great ex- 
tent. Witness loaned Elkins two sums of $500 
each in August, 1878, and held twenty-nine 
paintings as security on the last loan. Some 
were good examples of the artist's work, and 
others were very poor. Witness never saw 
Elkius drink a drop of liquor. In 1878 the artist 
was very inattentive to nis work,and it was 
difficult to tind him at his studio. 

Franklin E. Ermerburg was called on behalf 
of the plaintiff, and testified that he was em- 
ployed at No. 156 Souta Water street, next door 
to the saloon formerly kept by Cudney. He bad 
seeu Cudney there day by day, and had seen 
Mortimer and Tappan occasionally. Believed 
they owned the building. but had no specific 
knowledge on the subject.

As you saw the battle, and know perfectly 
the situation of the two armies when it was 
fought, do 12 not feel justified in giving a de- 
scription of it? asked the reporter. 

“i would much prefer,“ was the answer, to 
leave the description of the battle of Franklin 
to Gen. Opdycke, Stanley, or Cox, but I am sat- 
istied that I can give as good a description of it 
as Gen. Schofield can, for I was across the Har- 
peth River, as he was, I saw just as much of 
the battle as be did.

statutes of Wyoming forbid intermarriages be- 
tweén whites and Chinese. Colorado, it seems, 
has no such law. The loving couple therefore 
went to Denver for the wedding ceremony, and 
then returned to Wyoming in trustful reliance 
on the maxim: A marriage valid where made is 
valid everywhere. But they bave been indicted 
for miscegenation. This case will be somewhat 
complicated by our relations with China; for 
the treaties contain somewhat emphatic decia- 
rations as tothe “civil riguts of our Chinese 
residents, which cannot be gainsaid by Terri- 
torial or even State laws. Accordingly the 
Chinese Consul at Denver has taken up the 
defense of his compatriot, and it is even stated 
that the Chinese Agu or at Washington is 
to address a remonstrance to the State Depart- 


ment. 

No judicial gecision can, however, settle this 
question justly and convenientiy while the 
States persist in maintaini such discordant 
laws as to what shail be a valid marriage. if the 
highest judicial authority shall say that 
rule, A marriage valid where made is valid 
everywhere,” is absolute and applies to all cases, 
no State will have power to epforce her laws, 
however reasonable, against a rule or practice 
established in another, however lax. yoming 
can break up an amalgamated household if the 
marriage occurred in the Territory, but not one 
when tke marriage was solemnized in Denver, 
though the two families may be living side by 
side under the same circumstances. Even a 
Mormon will bring bis harem to New York in the 
expectation of claiming that his marriages 
were valid where made. If the said authori- 
ty shail go to the other extreme and say that 
every marriage may be tested by the lawsof the 
State where the * live, a couple removing 
to a new State will hardly know whether they 
are married or not; thousands wedded in New 
York, or wherever the common iaw rule that 
actual consent is sufficient prevails, and remov- 
ing to a State where a fixed ceremony is re- 
— may find their tie questioned: on a wed- 

ing trip to California, the bride m become 
married and unmarried balf a dozen aes with- 
out knowing it. Ifa midway course is tak 
and marriages made out of the State are 
pronounced valid if made in good faith, 
but void if there was an intent to evade 
the law (as is sometimes said), then most 
delicate and far-reaching questions of social 
status and property rights are made to depend 
upon that most uncertain and difficuit of in- 
quiries, the 232 of intent; a child may at 
any time find his legitimacy disputed and his in- 
heritance forfeited because he cannot gather 
— of what his father and mother mentaily 
ntended, years before the child's birth, when 
he, perhaps, traveled to the State where she was 
living, was married to her there, and brought 
her home with him to a State not permitting 
just such a marriage as they made. 

There is no remeay for difficulties, ex- 
cept in some amendment to the Constitution or 
Other far-reaching measure which will establish 
reasonable uniformity among the marriage laws 
of the States.

* Using the Utes to Enrich Himself. 

To the Editor of the New York Tribune: Mr. 
Otto Mears, the Chief Commissioner having in 
charge the work of transferring the Utes to 
their new reservation, is one of the products of 
the froutier.

were granted without any extended investiga- 
tion being made. The remaining complaints 
were filed to await careful inguiry. In this con- 
nection it may be in order to refer to the 
law regard assessments as reénacted by the 
last Legislature. Originally real estate was as- 
sessed every tourth year, when a valution was 
placed upon not only the land, but aiso upon 
the material improvements; and in the inter- 
veuing years there was an increase or decrease 
inthe assessment only according to the ma- 
terial improvements made or removed,—that is, 
if a vacant lot was assessed at $1,000 the figure 
remained the same for four years unless a 
building was erected on the lot, in which event 
the value of the building was added to the orig- 
inaj assessment. But the increase in the value 
of the land could not be considered until the 
four years were up, even though the land may 
a ve doubled in value the second year. Under 
the new law a new assessment will be made 
each year, both as to the value of the 
land and value of the material improvements. 
This law, however, does not go inté effect until 
next month—too late for the assessinent of 1881. 
which assessment has been made according to 
the old law. 

Assessor Amick states that the West Town im-

or several days yet, but he estimates that

somewhere in the neighborhood of $1,500,000, al- 
though he says that this is a very rough vsti- 
mate, it being possible that the increase has 
been larger. 

Assessor Amick desires that attention be 
called to the fact that personal- property owners 
are very dilatory about making their returns 
this year; and he says.that this will result in 
many of them being obliged to pay on a higher 
assessment than they would otherwise be 
obliged to pay, for it is impossibie to prevent 
mistakes occurring occasionally where so many 
thousand assessments are made. Mr. Amick 
Says that too —— people are apt totake a view 
of the case something like this: Last year my 
personal property was assessed at and, as 
that was pretty low, I'll not bother to make an 
return this year, for the assessment will 
probably be the same as before.“ But the As- 
sessor may have been a little more earetul this 
year and valued the property at $300, which may 
be a little too high; and the owner might have 
reduced the figure $200 by making his return. 
When a return is made the assessment is fixed 
according to the return; but where no return is 
made the assessment is always compared with 
that of the previous year, and not changed un- 
less assessment of the previous year is 
found to be higher than the last assessment. in 
which event the last assessment is inc to 
the old figure; but if it is higher thun the as- 
sessment of the previous year it is not changed. 
So it hooves a personal-property owner to 
make a return every year, and honest about 
it. The fourth Monday in June is the time fixed 
for bearing complaints as to personal property 
asscssments.
